From the Bethel Town Office 
Special Town Meeting, Tues., Dec. 18 
- Proposed Subdivisions Reviewed 


Residents should note that 1980 
hunting and fishing licenses and 
1980 dog licenses are now avail- 
able at the Town Office. 

On Monday evening, Dec. 10, the 
Board of Selectmen met in regular 
session and acted on a variety of 
items, Maryvonne Wheeler was ap- 
pointed to fill 4n unexpired term 
on the Recreation Board. - 

The Selectmen signed a warrant 
for a Special Town Meeting to be 
held Tuesday, Dec. 18, at 7:30 p. 
m., in the Bethel Fire Station to 
act on budget items where unan- 
ticipated expenditures have occur- 
red during 1979. Article 1 on the 
warrant would be to choose a mod- 
erator for the meeting, Article 2 
would be to see if the Town will 
vote to appropriate funds from un- 
appropriated surplus to the follow- 
ing accounts to cover unanticipat- 
ed expenditures for 1979: Hydrant 
Rental, $4,105; Street Lights, $595; 
Insurance General, $125; Roads 
and Bridges, $6,500, and Winter 
Roads, $8,000. 

The following is a detailed ex- 
Planation of each item to assist 
the residents of Bethel understand 
the need for the budget changes. 
(1) Hydrant Rental—when the bud- 
get was prepared and reviewed by 
the Budget Committee, the Town 
knew the Water District would be 
requesting a rate increase during 
1979, but the date the increase 
would be effective was not known 
nor the amount of.the increase, 
Therefore the Budget Committee 
agreed that the 1978 rates should 
be used for budget purposes and 
that an adjustment would be made 
at the end of 1979 to cover the 
required increase in cost. The 
$4,105 is the amount required to 
cover the rate increase which be- 
came effective July 1, 1979. 
(2) Street Lights — This required 
additional appropriation of $595 
is necessary because of higher 
than anticipated fuel adjustment 
costs. In the fall of 1979, the Sel- 
ectmen reviewed the street light 
program and réquested substantial 


changes be made to improve light- 


ing and at the same time reduce 
the Town’s cost by an anticipated 
$20 per month. These changes 
have not been made as of this 
time. (3) Insurance General—This 
account has an overage of $125 
due to a higher cost of general 
Jiabiilty insurance than was pro- 
jected at budget time. (4) Roads 
and Bridges—This account reflects

Vv. A. COMPENSATION CHECKS 
TO SHOW 9.9% INCREASE 
Checks reflecting a 9.9% in- 
crease in Veterans Administration 
ompensation payments will be 
mailed at the end of December 
to more than 77,800 New England 
aveterans, 8,125 surviving spouses 
and more than 2,975 children of 
adeceased veterans, a VA spokes- 
‘man said at Boston last week, 
The increased payments were 


—autBerized by Congress and were 


signed into law by President Car- 
ter Nov, 28. They are retroactive 
to Oct, 11, A separate adjustment 
check covering the increased am- 
ount due in November and Decem- 
ber will be mailed during the lat- 
ter part of December. 

The new rates mean that a 
veteran with a service connected 
disability rated at 10% will re- 
ceive $48 a month, up from $44. 
The rate for a 50% disability goes 
from $232 monthly to $255, and a 
veteran with a 100% disability will 
receive $889 monthly, an increase 
of $80. 

Additional amounts providing up 
to a maximum payment of $2,536 a 
month (up from $2,308) are paid 
for specific severe disabilities. 

The new legislation also increas- 
es by 9.9% the added amounts 
paid for dependents to veterans 
rated 30% or more disabled. 

The clothing allowance paid dis- 
abled veterans whose use of a pros- 
thetic or othopedic device wears 
out or damages clothing was in- 
creased from $218 to $240 yearly. 

Also increased were the rates 
of Dependency and Indemnity 
Compensation paid survivors of 
veterans whose deaths were due 
to service connected causes or 
veterans totally disabled from ser- 
vice connected causes whose deaths 
were not the result of such disa- 
bilities. 

Certain children of these de- 
ceased veterans also receive in- 
creased compensation under the 
new legislation. They include un- 
married children under 18 as well 
as certain older helpless children 
and those between 18 and 23 who 
are attending VA-approved schools.

TAILGATING HIGHWAY PLOWS 
CAN BE DANGEROUS 

Tailgating snowplows can cause 
serious accidents, a Maine Depart- 
‘ment ‘of Transportation official 
warns, adding that safety on win- 
ter roads is a joint responsibility 
of motorist and plow operators. 

Martin C. Rissel, MDOT engi- 
neer of maintenance ‘and opera- 
tions, cautions drivers that vehicles 
following snow plows too closely 
can be hidden from the plow oper- 
ator’s view, creating a potentially 
dangerous situation. “Tailgating a 
snow plow can also result in sand 
and salt being spread iby the truck 
flying onto your vehicle,” he con- 
tinued. 

Rissel cautions, “Motorists must 
be extra cautious because plow op- 
erators must concentrate on com- 
plicated maneuvers: adjusting the 
plow, the wing, sanding and salting 
equipment, truck speed and steer- 
fing while driving safely, watching 
dor terrain changes requiring plow 
adjustments, and watching other 
moterists,” 

‘JF you must pass a snowplow,” 
Rissel says, “first drive where the 
plow operator can see you, wait 
until no cars are coming toward 
you, move into the left lane and 
accelerate slowly, The plow will 
slow down so you can pass and 
yeturn to the right lane safely. 
Plow operators will also slow 
down salt and sand spreaders so 
those materials will not be thrown 
needlessly against your car.” 

Risse] explains that plows com- 
ing toward you are probably over 
the centér line into your lane be- 
cause “unless the plowed areds 
ovérlap, snow can reniain in the 


center of the road.’ He notesthat F 
plows meeting vehicles will pull } 
ack into their own lanes to per- § 


mit oricoming traffic to pass by. 
Rissel says motorists should be 


alert to snowplows in the left-hand | 
Jane of multilane highways when 


stiow is plowed into the median. 


“Many drivérs assume the flashing % 


lights ahead are on a snowplow in 
the right hand lane and prepare 
to pass on the Jeft, When they 
realize their error, it may be too 
Jate to avoid a dangerous sitta- 
tion involving the snowplow anl 
other vehicles. 

_ “While trucks plowing from the 
left-hand lane into the median 
thave large signs advising motorists 
to pass on the right, those signs 
tan become snow-covered and dif- 
ficult to read,” Rissel says, He 
advises motorists to exercise care 
when approaching snowplows on 
multi-laned highways. 
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SENATOR WILLIAM COHEN 
From Washington 


Last week I presided at hear- 
ings of the Senate Governmental 
Affairs Subcommittee on Oversight 
on Government Management, on 
which I serve as ranking minority 
member, The full day of hearings 
avas a culmination of a three- 
month investigation carried out by 
the sub-committee staff on the 
problem of year-end “hurry-up 
spending.” 

Hurry-up spending is the process 
by which our federal agencies com- 
mit billion of dollars in the final 
weeks and days of the fiscal year. 
The problem, which appears to be 
widespread in the bureaucracy, is 
symptomatic of wasteful federal 
management and the absence of 
incentives to promote efficient 
spending. My investigators con- 
firmed cases of outrageous expen- 
ditures at the height of the au- 
tumn spending binge —- money 
spent on plants, office furniture, 
color televisions and even an ori- 
ental carpet, 

‘But our investigation suggests 
that the real waste of tax dollars 
is not the occasional $500 for 
plants, or in the thousands of dol- 
Jars for unnecessary office equip- 
ment. 

Instead, the bulk of the waste is 
in poorly negotiated contracts, has- 
‘ty technical decisions, unnecessary 
employee overtime, inadquate mon- 
itoring of expenditures, costly mis- 
takes by contractors and shrinking 
econipetition for federal contracts 
Literally billions of dollars in 
goods and services needed by the 
public are involved. 

Former Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Michael Blumenthal once re- 
ferred to the year-end spending 
binge as agencies “literally push- 
ing money out the door with a 
wheelbarrow’ in order to use up 
their funds and thus suggest that 
they are doing their job. Blumen- 
thal said that several billion dol- 
lars could be saved each year if 
these excesses were halted and the 
money was returned to the Trea- 
sury after the Sept. 30 fiscal year 
deadline. 

Congress has also contributed 
to this problem by laying a “Catch- 
22" snare for our federal agencies. 
The bureaucrats are supposed to 
spend the public’s money as care- 
fully as possible in order to fulfill 
what ever mission Congress has 
given them, But if they plan effec- 
tively, budget prudently, spend 
less, and manage to return tax 

dollars to the federal treasury,

Congress is not always in a po- 
sition, or does not have the de- 
sire, to determine the need for 
particular appropriations.

As long as 
Congress focuses its primary at- 
tention on the amount of dollars 
spent, rather than the quality of 
government program expenditures, 
there will be no incentive for res- 
ponsible management. 

Qur recent hearings have de- 
finitely established the existence 
of inefficient federal management 
at years end. We will continue to 
see September. spending sprees if 
we do not offer remedies for the 
problem, Follow-up hearings in 
the spring will focus on Congres- 
sional and executive responsibility 
for correcting the presently unac- 
ceptable practices. 

Congress certainly needs more 
information about agency spend- 
ing, There are rewards that could 
accrue to the agency that exhibits 
prudent management habits. There 
are management methods that the 
Office of Management and Budget 
can promote bureaucracy - wide. 
Congress must set an example of 
fiscal responsibility, not only by 
carefully bestowing funds on ef 
fective programs, but also by pass- 
ing the annual appropriatons bills

MAINE DEMOCRATS

Maine Democrats. have already 
begun organizing to select their 
22 delegates to the Democratic 
National Convention in New York 
next August, The first step in this 
process will occur at municipal 
eaucuses being held throughout 
the state on Feb. 10, 1980, when 
delegates will be elected to go 
to the State Convention in Ban- 
gor, May 16-18. Each municipal 
caucus is open to all registered 
Democrats in the town and nom- 
inations for delegate or alternate 
to the state convention will be 
made by those attending. The State 
Committee will allocate a certain 
number of delegates to each town 
using a formula based on the 
1978 gubernatorial vote. 

Delegates will be elected to re-

dictions of the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, These scientists 
have studied epidemics of the past 
and have made some projections 
for this year: we can expect a 
combination of Hong Kong, Bra- 
zil and Texas flus, These are the 
flu viruses that have been used 
in formulating the immunizations 
for this season, ; 

The vaccine now being used by 
physicians is a trivalent one—a 
vaccine composed of the three 
virus families expected this year, 

Dr. Hanson urged high risk 
members of the population to see 
their physicians and get their flu 
shots as soon as possible. The high 
risk people include older persons, 
individuals with chronic diseases 
of the lungs and kidneys, and 
those who are taking immuno-sup- 
pressant drugs. These people suf- 
fer the most danger from a fly 
infection. 

The influenza virus is a com- 
plex medical phennomenon. Hun- 
dreds of different viruses exist, so 
many that medical science has not

Then, this flu infection can de- 
velop into pneumonia, which puts 
the body in real danger, 

The prevention and cure of flu 
makes today’s doctors sound like 
everybody’s. grandmother. To pre- 
vent it, eat well-balanced meals 
which include all important vita- 
mins, keep in good physical shape 
by getting adequate rest and ex- 
ercise. This will keep the body’s 
resistance to viruses at a high lev- 
el, 

‘Tf you are a flu victim,’ Dr. 
Hanson says, “the standard re- 
sponse is to take aspirin, drink 
lots of fluids and get plenty of 
rest. Unfortunately, once the virus 
infects you, you simply have to 
wait until it has run its course and 
deaves to do its mischief else- 
where.” 

The Center for Disease Control 
is the primary fact-finding and in- 
formation-dispersing agency in the 

, country, Its information is based 
on world-wide surveys which mon- 
itor the effects of diseases in other 
countries, Since the past flu sea- 
son in South America was a mild 
one, they predict a similar season 
here. 

But you never know. So we had 
better take the doctor’s advice: 
flu shots for the high risk peo- 
ple and grandmother’s advice for 
the rest of us.

ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 


An important part of the S. A. 
D. #44 Adult and Community Ed- 
ucation program is the selection 
of vocational courses offered to 
residents of the area. Vocational 
courses may be designed to up- 
grade existing job skills, or to in- 
troduce new skills. Such courses 
are often suggested by area em- 
ployers and employees, and co- 
operation between the Adult and 
Community Education program and 
such community groups as the 
Bethel Education and Work Coun- 
cil is sought to result in a course 
that is specifically planned to meet 
the needs of the students. The 
High Pressure Boiler Operators 
course, planned to start in late 
January, is an example of a course 
developed, from an employer re- 
quest, through the combined ef- 
forts of S, A. D. #44 Adult Ed- 
ucation, NOVA, Adult Education, 
the Bethel Education and Work 
Council and CMVTI. 

Many of S. A. D. #44’s general 
evening courses also fill vocational 
needs of the local residents. The

of skills developed to enhance their 
earning power,

What a nice week we have had 
on most of the days!

FIRE MARSHAL RECOMMENDS 
SMOKE DETECTORS 


The Maine State Fire Marshal 
says smoke detectors are one of 
the best ways to save lives result- 
ing from residential fires, 

“Families have been saved from 
certain tragedy ‘by the early warn- 
ing provided by smoke detectors in 
those situations where they had to 
perform,” said State Fire Marshal 
Don Bissett of the Maine Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

There are two basic types of res- 
idential smoke detectors, said Bis- 
set, ionization and ‘photoelectric. 

The ionization detector uses 2 
very small amount of radioactive 
material to produce electrically 
charged materials called ions, The 
radiation source in ionization de- 
tectors is not a hazard. Before the 
detectors. are placed on the mar- 
ket, the U, S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission performs a radiation 
safety analysis to determine that 
detectors meet safety require- 
ments. In addition, Consumers 
Union has conducted independent 
studies and confirmed that there 
is no radiation dangér from ioni- 
zation detectors, 

The photoelectric detectors uses 
either an incandescent light bulb 
or a light-emitting diode (LED) 
to send forth a beam of light. 


“A thoughtful gift, especially 
for a family using a wood stove, 
is an Underwriters ‘Laboratories 
(UL) listed . electrical or battery 
smoke detector — since it shows 
you’re concerned about their safe- 
ty,’ saidthe State Fire Marshal. 


According to Bisset, “ A smoke 
detector should be used in con- 
junction with a planned reaction 
and exiting procedure to provide 
optimum chance of survival from 
a residential fire.”

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STATE POLICE ADVISE EXTRA 
CAUTION ON WINTER ROADS 

Following other motor vehicles 
at a safe distance is one important 
means of avoiding rear end col- 
lisions, advise the Maine State 
Police, 

“On snow packed or ice glazed 
roads, the wisdom of this rule is 
underscored by the fact ‘that the 
distance needed for stopping may 
be from three to twelve times that 
required on dry pavement,” said 
Col, Allan H. Weeks, Chief of the 
Maine State Police. 

Far too many motorists maintain 
too short an interval between moy- 
ing vehicles, As long as the lead- 
ing vehicle maintains its pace, 
there is usually no trouble. How- 
ever, if the motorist finds it ne- 
cessary to brake quickly, the driv- 
er following may not be able to 
reduce speed sufficiently to avoid 
a rear end collision, said Col.

During the colder months, the 
speeds used on dry summertime 
pavement are too fast for winter 
roads—even when a vehicle's tires 
and brakes are in good con- 
dition, and the driver utilizes snow 
tires or tire chains the state police 
chief said,

STATE COMMISSIONER WARNS 
OF CHRISTMAS FIRE DANGERS 

In Maine three people died by 
fire during the holiday season 
last year. Since January 1979, 44 
people have died in approximately 
16,000 fires in Maine, 

“Wires at Christmas time are 
particularly tragic at this, the hap- 
piest holiday time of the year,” 
said Commissioner Arthur A, Stil- 
phen of the Maine Department of 
Public Safety. “During this time 
of year, thousands of homes and 
apartments are carelessly and un- 
wittingly converted into dangerous 
fire traps—regardless of warnings 
‘by fire safety officials,” 

According to State Fire Marshall 
Don Bisset, lives can be saved and 
fires prevented by following these 
tips from the State Fire Marshal's 
office; 

—Caution should be taken in 
the selection, placement in the 
home, and maintenance of the 
Christmas tree. 

~——Play safe by selecting a small 
tree, 

—Keep the tree outdoors until 
ready to set it up, While it’s out- 
doors, occasionally throw water 
over it to keep it moist and fresh. 

—When you bring the tree in- 
side, cut the butt at.an angle at 
least one inch above the original 
cut to help water absorption, and 
then set up the tree in a sturdy, 
non-tip tree stand containing wa- 
ter, 

—Be cautious of chemicals or 
other substances sold for “Wire- 
proofing” trees. In some cases this 
process is ineffective. 

—In placing the Christmas tree, 
keep it away from heat such as 


“hot air ducts, radiators, wood- 


stoves, fireplaces, etc. 

—Never use untreated paper 
ornaments or untreated cotton bat- 
ting or gauze for decoration. Cot- 
ton and gauze can be made flame 
resistive by dipping in a gallon of 
water mixed with nine ounces of 
borax and four ounces of boric 
acid, Recommended are non-flam- 
mable glass or metal decorations. 

—Use only electric lights, never 
candles. Be sure, too, to inspect 
Christmas tree lights for worn in- 
sulation, loose bulb sockets and 
broken plugs, and replace them 
with Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL) approved wires and lighting. 
Frayed electric cords are a fire 
hazard. 

—The switch for turning on the 
tree lights should be placed some 
distance from the tree. Never use 
an outlet or plug under the tree 
or run electric trains around the 
base, 

—tIf decorations are used about 
the house, do not permit them 
around or near chairs or the places 
where people may smoke, It is 
preferable to have them near the 
ceiling, well above the head of 
anyone standing up.

LOW-COST WINTERIZATION 
SAVES DOLLARS 


Don't think of it as heat es- 
caping or drafty windows—think 
of it.as dollar bills flying away 
through poorly-sealed windows and 
gaps around ducts or pipes. Home 
heating oil may cost up to 60% 
more this winter. Increases in-your 
electric bills will depend largely 
on the type and cost of fuel your 
electric company uses. Consider 
these relatively inexpensive home 
winterization steps and the money 
they can save (costs based on do- 
ing it yourself in an average U, S. 
home of about 1,500 square feet). 

— For about $10, clear plastic 
can be taped to the inside window 
frames where there are no storm 
windows, saving up to 15% in 
heating costs. 

— For about $2, the back of 
the attic door can be insulated 
so the attic insulation can do its 
job better, saving $10 to $40 this 
year, 

— For about $25, the doors and 
windows can be caulked and wea- 
ther-stripped, saving up to 10% 
of annual energy costs. 

— For another $2 to $7 or so, 
gaps around pipes and ducts where 
they enter the attic or the base- 
ment can be sealed, with a variety 
of materials, saving $10 to $200 
this year, 

— Just making sure the fire- 
place, damper is closed tightly 
when it isn’t in use can save up 
to $30 this year. 

— Heating ducts can leak at 
their joints. For about $7, these 
joints can be sealed, and if the 
ducts are insulated wherever they 
pass through unheated areas, sav- 
ings will be about $25 to $35 this 
yéar, 

Under Federal law all large util- 
ity companes will offer home en- 
ergy audits next fall, Many, how- 
ever, offer them now, either free 
or at nominal cost, yet very few 
people are taking advantage of 
them.

. the more than 50 members and 


guests attending the meeting. The 
meeting room was decorated with 
old-time Christmas decorations and 
several attending brought old toys 
and books for children relating to 
Christmas c.

Amos Has- 
tings was one of the early settlers 
of’ Bethel, coming here in 1779 
and was very active in town of- 
fairs. In fact the first town meet- 
ing was held in his barn in Mid- 
dle Intervale, Gideon Hastings had 
a distinguished career as a soldier 
in the Civil War, serving as a ma- 
jor in the 12th Maine Regiment. 
After the war he served as a pro- 
vost marshal in Georgia and later 
in the Freedman’s Bureau of the 
same state. Returning to Bethel 
he was very active in business, par- 
ticularly in the family lumbering 
operations in Batchelder’s Grant, 
near Gilead. For many years he 
served Bethel as town clerk and 


selectman and also won election | 


to the County Commission and to 
the Maine Legislature.”
